The Rapp votes would have gone to Hub- 
bard this morning had there been any chance 
that the Progressives would have acted sol- 
idiy as they did yesterday and voted for 
Hubbard. The Hubbard managers seem to 
think his candidacy ise the only logical onein 
existence and that the probabilities of a non- 
partisan orgenigation steadily are increasing, 
with Hubbard the ultimate answer. 


Republicans See Success. 

This condition is not admitted by any of 
the Republicans, who now fully expect the 
election of Homer J. Tice, the Republican 
caucus candidate. The Republicans have 
been organized perfectly behind the senatvo- 
rial candidacy of Lawrence Y. Sherman and 
nothing will be done, it is claimed, by the 
Republican leaders which is not predicated 
immediately and definitely upon Sherman's 
election to the senate. 

It is the Republican claim that the fifty Re- 
publicans will vote for Tice until some dicker 
fie made which assures Sherman's election. 
Thie is a bang at the Hubbard candidacy, 
gmasmuch as nearly every one of the thirty 
five anti-Lorimer Republicans will be neces- 
gary to perfect a total of 77 needed to elect a 
apeaker. 

Republicans Suggest Combine. 

The solidity of the Republican side brought 
out tonight the suggestion from.-a high po- 
KMtical source that the easiest solution of the 
difficulty would be a combination of Repub- 
licans, Progressives, and Socialists, which 
would elect Seymour Stedman of Chicago, 
Socialist leader of the house, to the speaker- 
ship.

More Water Needed. 

The district now takes water from the lake 
for the main channel and the Evanston 
auxiliary ditch. The construction of the 
Calumet-Sage canal, another branch, is un- 
der way. The right of way has been pur- 
chased for most of the distance and several 
contracts have been let. 

This channel will reverse the flow in the 
Calumet river, giving a sewage outiet not 
only for South Chicago and other communi- 
ties within Chicago but also for Gary, In- 
diana Harbor, and other growing cities in 
northern Indiana. 

This ditch will be useless unless more wa- 
ter can be taken from Lake Michigan.

Requests for public receptions 
and conferences have been declined by him, 
and-except for his speech at the Commercial 
club he will refuse to make any public utter- 
ances. At least this is his announced plan. 


Plans for Reception. 

The governor will arrive over the Pennsyl- 
vania Mnes at the Englewood station at 2 
o'clock this afternoon. At the station he 
will be met by a reception committee headed 
by President Clyde M. Carr of the Commercial 
club and will go immediatly to the residence 
of David B. Jones, 14865 Astor street. An in- 
formal reception for the president elect will 
be held there in the afternoon, but only the 
members of the reception committee of the 
club have been invited. 

In the evening Gov. Wilson will go to the 
Blackstone, returning to the Jones residence 
aftter the banquet. Tomorrow morning 
will be spent at the residence of Mr. Carr, 
1130 Lake Shore drive. The governor intends 
to start on hie return to New Jersey at noon, 

Besides President Elect Wilson the guests 
of honor at the banquet tonight will be Gov- 
ernor Demeen and Governor Elect Dunne, 
They will be seated on either side of Mr. 
Wilson and both will make ehort speeches. 
Mayor Harrison also will be present. 


Police Make Preparations. 

Special precautions will be taken by the 
police department to guard the president 
elect during his stay in Chicago. A motor- 
cycle squad will meet him at the Engle- 
wood station and a special detail will be with 
him all the time. 

Both the Burke and the Harrison factions 
of the County Democracy will be in evidence 
at the railroad station.

Chief Witness Against Dreyfus. 

At the time of the Dreyfus affair Du Paty 
de Clam was an officer of the general staff. 
In comparing the handwriting of the notori- 
ous “ bordereau” or list with that of the 
officers of the bureau in which Dreyfus was 
employed, he noted a similarity and soon 
became convinced Dreyfus was a traitor. 
He was one of the principal witnesses for 
the prosecution. Some years later, in 1808, 
he was retired from the army. 

Du Paty de Clam on several occasions 
asked to be reinstated and his last petition 
to the minister of war met with successs, 


Causes Comment in Parliament. 

The news that Du Paty de Clam had been 
reinstated caused considerable agitation, 
especially in the parliamentary lobbies, 
where certain radical deputies announced 
their intention to have the subject debated. 

In view of these comments, M. Millerand, 
minister of war, explains that at the time 
Germany sent a gunboat to Agadir, Morocco, 
in 1911, to protect German interests, Du Paty 
de Clam asked his predecessor, Minister of 
War Messimy, to employ him in the terri- 
torial army. M. Messimy proceeded to do 
go, but the appointment raised certain ad- 
ministrative questions, which have just been 
settied. , 

Therefore, M, Millerand says, the rein- 
statement of Du Paty de Clam is only the 
fulfillment of the promise made the officer 
by*M. Messimy in 1911. 


MOORS DEFEATED BY FRENCH; 
' FIVE HUNDRED NATIVES DIE. 
Attacking Force of Tribesmen Routed 


After Hard Fighting Near City of 
Mogador. 


MOGADOR, Morocco, Jan. 10.—A French 
column, commanded by Col. Amedee Guey- 
don de Dives, today fought a severe battle 
with a large body of Moors, whom they 
routed wit-a lose of 500 killedi. 

Twelve French soldiers were killed and 
sixty wounded. 

The Moors attacked the French troops 
twenty miles east of Mogador, where they 
were guarding the lines of communication in 
southern Morocco. 

The treachery of certain Moorish chiefs, 
which was responsible for the cutting off 
near Mogador recently of the column of 
French troops commanded by Capt. Marcei 
E. Maseoutier, is causing serious trouble in 
that region, and Gen. Lyautey, resident 
French governor itn Morocco, with the ap- 
proval of the home government, has sent a 
strong flying squadron under Gea. Franchet 
de Esperey to Mogador to inflict a salutary 
lesson upon the tribesmen. 


SHOOT AND BURN 39 LEPERS 
AS A GREAT CROWD LOOKS ON. 


Chinese Authorities Drive Them Into 
Pit of Oil Soaked Wood at Nanning, 
Province of Kwang-Si. 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 10.—Thirty-nine lepers 
recently were put to death In an atrocious 
manner by order of the provincial author- 
ties of Nanning, province of Kwang-S8l. The 
sufferers from the disease first were shot and 
then their bodies burned in a huge trench. 

These advices were received here today in 
letters from the Catholic mission at Nan- 
ning. The letters were dated Dec. 14. They 
stated that the lepers Nved in the woods «a 
few milés outSide of the city of Nanning. 

The mission sought permussion to bu.'4 
at its own expense a lagaretto for them an 
the provincial authorities, pretending to con- 
sent, due a pit in which was placed wood 
soaked with kerosene. 

At the point of the bayonet the lepers then 
were driven into the pit and shot and the 
pyre was lighted and their bodies burned 
in the presence of a big crowd.

Miss Ewing, who was 37 years old, was per- 
fectly normal until she reached 14 years of 
age. Then she began to grow until she 
reached her great height. It was while she 
was still growing that she intured her spine 
while playing with sonre other girls. From 
that time on she was slightly humpbacked. 
During the last year she had been failing and 
for the last nine weeks she had been con- 
fined to her bed. 


Handicapped in Traveling. 

The inconvenience experienced by the 
giantess in traveling over the country as 
a sideshow freak is thought to have had 
much to do with the hastening of her 
death. The beds were never long enough 
for her and she had to put two of them to- 
gether to get her needed sleep. She also 
had much trouble in entering and leaving 
rooms in the hotels and other places where 
she stopped because it became necessary for 
her to stoop. This constant bending tended 
to further aggravate her disease.

Witness Tells of Difficulty in Getting 
Mill Supplies Because of Opposition 
by Retailers’ Combination. 

Difficulty experienced by Montgomery 

fard & Co. in obtaining lumber and mill 
work supplHes because of the opposition of 
reta!ll lumber dealers to mail order house 
competition was testified to yesterday tm the 
hearing before Special Examiner Fuller in 
the government's suit to dissolve the North- 
western Retall Lumber Dealers’ association 

Ira A. Thompson, manager of the buliding 
material department of Montgomery Ward 

& Co., was the principal witneea He said 


the wholesale dealers frequently refused t9 
sell supplies to his concern because they 
feared retaliatory measures by the retailers. 

The mail order houses also were attacked 
as making fraudulent sales in the Mississippi 
Valley Lumberman, a trade paper, and one 
of the defendants In the government's suit 
Instances were cited by the paper of farm- 
ers having been swindled by mail order 
houses on shipments of worthless goods. 

A copy of the paper was shown Mr. Thomp- 
son and offered in evidence by Clark Me- 
Kercher, special government prosecutor. 

Mr. Thompson explained the instances cited 
by stating that mistakes had been made !n 
the shipment of the goods 

‘“T couldn’t name all the dealers who re- 
fused to sell us,’ hesaid. “ Wewere notified 
the wholesalers did not dare to sell us for 
fear of the retallers.”’ 

“There is no retail lumber dealer®’ trust,” 
said Attorney M. L. Purdy, representing the 
defendants. ‘“‘ The warfare between thé re- 
tailere and the mail order houses is a nat- 
ural struggle between competitors.”

DRINK CAUSED FORTY DEATHS 
IN WRECK AT CORNING, WN. Y. 


Public Service Commission Saye Engi- 
neer Was Not in Condition to Carry 
Out His Duty. 


Albany, N. ¥., Jan. 10.—The engineer had 
been drinking the night before and had slept 
less than three hours, hence the wreck on the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western rail- 
road at Corning, N. Y., last Independence 
day, In which forty persons lost their lives 
and seventy-five others were injured. The 
state public service commission so declared 
today after a careful investigation 

William H. Schroeder, the engineer thus 
accused, was indicted for manslaughter in 
Steuben county, but never brought to trial. 

‘The primary cause of the wreck,’’ reads 
the commission's report, ‘‘ was the entire 
failure of Engineer Schroeder to observe 
signals. The train into which he ran was 
protected by a full stop signal 250 feet east 
of the rear of the train, byia flagman 2,550 
feet east, end by a caution signal nearly 
4,500 feet east. All three signals were dis- 
regarded.”

Mrs. Emma Rosenwesser will fight for a

Joliet Head Declares Not One 


of Men Freed Since Oct. 1 
Has Violated Pledge. 


REPLIES TO THE MAYOR. 


Denies Chicago’s Orime Wave 
Can Possibly Be Due to the 
Reason Assigned. 


Not one of the ninety-nine men paroled 
from the Joliet state prison since Oct. 1 has 


violated his parole. 


This was the reply made by Warden E. J. 


| Murphy of the penitentiary yesterday to the 
. Charge by Mayor Harrison that the present 
_@pidemic of crime in Chicago is directly 
traceable to the paroling of dangerous pris- 
| Oners from the two state prisons to Chicago. 


“The mayor and chief of police need some 


| excuse to give the public for the present 
- reign of thuggery which they seem unable 


to stop and so take up the parole law a@ the 
handiest and most plausible,” declared War- 


| Gen Murphy. 


Then the wardem said that inetead of the 


penitentiary furnishing the participants in 


Chicago’s merry crime carnival, this city 
supplies 70 per cent of the inmates of the big 


stone prison. 


Indirectly Blames Judges. 

The warden pointed out that, notwithstand- 
ing the big increase in population, fewer 
men are sent annually to Joliet from Chi- 
cago than in former yearsm Only 850 en- 
tered during 10912. 

Ten years ago the average was more than 
1,000 annually. This, he said, is due to the 
sliipshod methods of the judiciary, who pre- 
fer to save work and expense of triale which 
would result in prison sentences by sending 
prisoners to the bridewell. They are soon 
released, and, being under no parole super- 
vision, they become a menace to the city and 
add to its crimes. 

The prison head resented the statement 
made by the mayor that Chicago s “a 
dumping ground for paroled prisoners.” He 
pointed out that each has the right to select 
the city to which he shall be paroled. As 
Chicago furnishes 70 per cent of the popula- 
tion of the penitentiary, it only was natural 
for the large majority of that 70 per cent to 
select Chicago to start life anew. 


Dissects Mayor’s Statement. 

In Mayor Harrison's statement, made on 
Thursday, the following reasons for the pres- 
ent prevalence of lawlessness are given: 

1. Failure to arrest professional crim- 
inals. 

2. Inadequate punishment 
convicted of crimes. 

3. Chicago is the dumping ground for 
former convicts and paroled prisoners 

Warden Murphy pointed to reason No. 1, 
and suggested that the police * get busy.” 

“ Chicago is the dumping ground for for- 


for those 


mer convict? on.y in the same degree as every 
great American city,” he said. “A freed 
convict makes for the whit@lights. He can 
only find them in the bie cities: They flock 
to New York from other states just as much 
as fPeed prisoners from other common- 
wealths strike for Chicago. 

“From Oct. 1 up to today there have been 
ninety-nine men paroled from Joliet. Of 
this number sixty-five elected to make a 
fresh start in Chicago. Thirty-four named 
other cities and towns in the state. Of 
that ninety-nine not one has violated his 
parole. That is a record which speaks well 
for the parole law and the men, too, I should 
say. 

“It certainly should put the soft pedal on 
these charges that this Chicago crime wave 
is the result of the city being filled with 
dangerous paroled prisoners. 


Few Parole Violators Returned. 

“ During this same period—from Oct. 1 to 
Jan. 10—nineteen men have been returned for 
violating their parole. But not one of them 
was among the ninety-nine. And only four 
of them hail from Cook county. Two yvio- 
lated their parole by leaving the state and 
the other two came from the Chester prison, 
where they were sent for some offense after 
leaving us. The others violated their prem- 
ise in other parts of the state outside of Cook 
county. Not one had anything to do with 
present crime conditions in Chicago or its 
vicinity 

“A paroled prisoner who is under super- 
vision and has employment certainly is a 
safer man to have in the community than the 
men freed from prison before the parole law 
was enacted. Then ex-convicts were sent 
out with no restrictions to keep them from at 
once reéntering their life of crime, and they 
had little chance of getting employment. 

“ Before the parole law went into effect 
18 per cent of the freed prisoners were * re- 
peaters ‘—that ‘es, fell back into their former 
ways and landed back in prison. Now only 
8 cent of the paroled men take the back~- 
ward step , 

Calls Parole Attack Ridiculous. 

“This talk about the dangerous type of 
criminals being paroled to Chicago is ridicu- 
lous. Murderers and men convicted of man- 
slaughter or kidnaping never are paroled. 

“T have no personal feeling in this con- 
troversy. Mayor Harrison and the Chicago 
police always have worked in complete har- 
mony with us in our efforts to eliminate 
crime.” 

Warden Murphy pointed out that in spite 
of repeated charges made by enemies of the 
parole law the average term now served by 
inmates of the state prison !s two years and 
three months, as compared with one year 
and three months before the law was enacted.

not come up for trial. These are men who 
took the stand and told all they knew about 
the slush fund. 

“ Charges against the officers of the United 
Police will be filed tomorrow. Charges againat 
the others will follow in a day ortwo.. There 
are so many of them it takes conaiderable 
time to prepare them. The accused police- 
Imen are entitled to five days’ notice and it is 
likely the trials will begin next week or the 
following week at the latest. The men will be 
tried in groups. 

“ The officers of the United Police will be 
tried together. We have not yet classified 
the others.’’ 


Violations in Charges, 


The rules which officials of the United Po- 
lice are alleged to have violated follow: 

“Has used or threatened to use or at 
tempted to use political influence in secur- 
ing promotion, leave of absence, transfer, 
Change of grade, pay, or character of 
work) or 

“Has aided or been in any Manner ton- 
cerned in assessing, soliciting, or collecting 
money from any officer or employé in the 
service of the city for the purpose of making 
@ gift to any public officer; or 

“Has been induced, has induwoed, or has 
attempted to induce an officer or employé 
in the service of the city to commit an um 
lawful act or to act in violation of any law- 
ful or reasonable departmenta) or official 
regulation or order; or has taken any fee, 
gift, or other valuable thing in the course 
of his work or in connection with it, for his 
personal use, from any citizem when such 
fee, gift, or other valuable thing is given 
in the hope or expectation of receiving a 
favor or better treatment than that accorded 
other citizens.”’ 


Thirty Men Involved. 


The civil service commission's investt- 
gation which has resulted in the filing of 
charges against more than thirty policemen 
and a determined attempt to break up the 
United Police was begun on Dec. 20. The 


society’s wide distribution of a circular at-. 


tacking the police reorgamization plan gave 
the commission the opportunity it hase long 
waited for—it being announced fifteen 
months ago that war against the United 
Police would be started in the near future. 

Ald. Geiger introduced a resolution tn tha 
council calling for an inquiry. Mayor Harri- 
gory’ s attitude toward the police organization 
is well known and he wasted no time signing 
the order after it had been passed. The 
commissign tmmediately issued about fifty 
eu bpcenas. 

The books of the United Police showed 
the organization hed ordered the printing 
of the circulars protesting agminst the im- 
provement of the department. They showed 
the payment of large sums to mysterious 
committees which went to Springfield on 
mysterious errands when the legislature was 
in session. It was discovered the organi- 
zation spent thousands of dollars in legis- 
lative lobbying. 

Memory Faulty on Fund. 

The records further indicated thet all the 
influence of the organization had been used 
in political work for office seekers approved 
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| by the police. In one or two wards the United 


Police put up its own candidates to oppose 
aldermen who had been unfriendly toward it, 
At the last aldermanike i election sample 
marked ballots were distributed by the or 
ganization. Entries on the.cash booke 
showed the payment of printing bills for 
these ballots and other political literature. 

But of the twenty-eight policemen ex- 
amined there were only a few who could re- 
member anything of the $66,000 “ slush ” 
fund. The great majority of these witnesses 
swore all they knew about such a collection 
was what they bad read in the newspapers. 
They aseerted they never contributed $20 
to this “ pot,” which ft was planned to dole 
out among the “ right” aldermen. 

An exception was Lieut. James V. Larkin of 
the detective bureau. He told what he knew 
and didn’t mince his words, He denounced 
William F. Stine, who went away about the 
game time that most of the $66,000 did. 

Jesse D. Moore of the West Chicago ave. 
nue station said he paid his “ little old $20," 
Fred Blanchard at the same station asserted 
he gave his donation of §20 to Dennis F. 
Lyons Marshall H, Wheeler, August Malm. 
quist, and John F. Byrne had not forgotten 
their payments. 

Mayor Takes Stand, 

The present campaign against the United 
Police began in September, 1911, when it 
was learned the association was raising « 
defense fund for the rescue of ite members 
who were unfortunate enough to be caught 
in the civil service commission’s net. Mi- 
chael FW’. Ryan the boy attorney for the as 
sociation, boasted in a circular letter asking 
for reappointment which he sent out a short 
time ago, that he had successfully defended 
eighteen policemen who had been tried by 
the commission. 

The United Police continued this policy 
after Mayor Harrison had expressed him- 
self as follows: 

“2 consider it out of place for the United 
Police to club together or to make any move 
to defend men who are to be charged with 
any offense. It is wrong for any organisa- 
tion in the department to collect a fund for 
the defense of charges, especially when they 
are serious. Such a collection would not be 
proper for the defense of any one, and es. 
pecially is this true when the department 
is the author of the charges. The subject 
is one for the commission to deal with.’ 

The commission waited for months for « 
chance. Then came the handbill stating what 
folly the police reorganization plan was.

McInerney Wants to Know. 

Mr. McInerney, who had been delayed, ar- 
rived in the courtroom at this point and said: 

“Weare all here, your honor. AsI stated 
before Judge Courtney, there are many im- 
portamt legal questions involved here in 
which the city is interested as well as the 
public, or vice versa. That all parties to 
these proceedings after hearing my state- 
ment have agreed to transfer these cases 
to your honor !fn order that a decisive line of 
conduct may be set down for everybody to 
follow. It is high time that if parties can 
use the city’s name to start suits, that we 
ought to know It. 

“T have tried to obey the law in discharging 
dGuties of my office up to date, and if I have 
@ misconception or a misunderstanding of 
the ordinances of the oity of Chicago I want 
to have that erroneous opinion removed, and 
I know of no one who can remove it more 
quickly than your honor. And that 1s why 
we brought the cases here. In fact, ! will 
say that not only was not an objection made 
but a positive agreement on the part of all 
when I suggested it.” 


Asks Olson to State the Law. 

MR. THOMASON—I, representing the oom- 
plaining witnesses, am glad to agree with 
Mr. McInerney at this time that the ques- 
tions involved éo concern the public as well 
as the city. I have been going all the time 
on the theory thet the public and the city 
were one and the game oonoern, and I think 
that your honor could probably eet us all 
right in thie matter if any of us is wrong. 

THE COURT —I don’t know what you have 
reference to-that I can settle. I couldn't lay 
down the law for the other judges to follow. 
Only the Supreme court of the state can lay 
down a precedent for the other judges of the 
court. Therefore there would be no object 
in having me rule any more than any other 
judge. 

MR. McINERNEY—The establishment of 
thie court is of but recent date. Ever since 
its inception youh honor has presided over 
the deliberations of this court. Under the 
provisions of the Municipal court act much 
latitude ts given this court for the purpose 
of passing rules. 


No Unusual Legal Situation. 

THE COURT—On questions of practice, of 
rules, and all that sort of thing, tf it is im- 
portant enough, we take it up ina judges’ 
meeting and discuss it so that we get a uni- 
form policy on the part of the court If 
there is anything of that sort I woukd submit 
the matter, if it was important enough, to 
the judges asa body. 

MR. THOMASON—Is you honor hearing 
any cases now? 

THE COURT—No, but I have no hesitancy 
in hearing the case, as far as that is con- 
cerned, but I cannot concetve of any unusual 
legal situation here. What have you refer- 
ence to? Why, any judge can dispose of this 
promptly. 


McInerney Makes Objections. 

Mr. MelInerney here interposed objections 
to the files In the case amd to the affidawits 
and it developed that the affidavit which had 
been made out by the complaining witnesses— 
at Judge Courtney's request—had been stuffed 
in the bottom of the desk of the clerk in 
Courtney’s court, and that the word “ sum- 
mons” had not been substituted in the com- 
plaint for ‘‘ warrant,’’ though Judge Courney 
had made the attorneys for the complainants 
use the “‘ summons ’’ system. yY 

Referring to the affidavit and accompany- 
ing papers, Schwartz—McInerney’s assist- 
ant—said: ‘‘ They seem to have no connec- 
tion with the cage at all.’ 

Mr. McInerney commented on the affidavit 
tu this effect: 

“It ls the most extraordinary affidavit that 
I heve ever seen filed.”’ 


Affidavit Hits Prosecutor. 

THE COURT —It is an affidavit tothe effect 
thet the city prosecuting attorney, Mr. 
Schwartz, refrained from making any argu- 
ment against the motion of attorney for the 
defendant and consented to the entry of an 
improper order in said proceedings. 

MR. THOMASON-—I will concede that the 
affidavit seta forth a very extraordinary siate 
of facts 

THE COURT (reading)—"“ I believe that no 
action can be secured against the said Al R. 
Tearney with the office of the prosecuting at- 
torney of Chicago.’ And that was sworn to

MR. THOMASON—Yes. 

MR. SCHWARTZ—Let me ask you, Mr. 
Thomason, was that affidavit the basis for 
his issuing the summons?

“Blunder” of Court Clerk.

Errors Ooncentrated Here.

The court is well aware of the ordl- 
nance of the city that makes the prosecutor 
the agent of the public, to enforce the ordi- 
nances of the city. The court is well aware 
that the city prosecutor may hnolle cases. 
He would have the right to dismiss this 
suit instead of prosecuting it if he so de- 
sired.

Court Mentions Malfeasance.

THE COURT—Well, at dny rate these rules 
contemplate that the court may issuea sum- 
mons on @ showing made before him if he 
sees fit to do so, leaving that discretion in 
him. The rule, however, wae intended to 
send that down here so that the city prosecu- 
tor could have it convenient for himeelf and 
his department, and it waé left open on the 
rule that any citizen might go in and make 
complaint to the court or the city prosecutor 
ask the court to go on with the case. 

MR. THOMASON—The theory on which 
rules 30 and 33 were drawn isthatany citizen 
might institute a complaint. 

THE COURT—What is the quarrel about? 
in the institution of a suit the city attorney 
may nolle the case or dismiss it if he wants 
to. He can nolle any euilt, and if you haveit 
instituted he can digmiss.

MR. THOMASON-~— I question very serious-

THE COURT —As far as I have known. the 
court has always considered that the city 
prosecutor represents the city in thesecases. 

MR. McINERNEY—This is the firet time I 
have been informed that I represented the 
city In this case. There is no showing here 
that I represent the city in this case. 

MR. THOMASON—No, there has been no 
showing so far that you represented the city, 
Mr. McInerney. 


Some Thoughts for McInerney. 

THD COURT [addressing MclInermey)—I 
don't know how long the judges of this court 
would sit here and allow you to prosecute one 
man for violating the law and fail to prose- 
cute another. In doing thet your office be- 
comes a political machine by which you can 
punish one political party adherent who vio- 
lates the lew and fail to prosecute another 
party adherent who violates the law, The 
court then will be put in theattftude ot help- 
ing out in that sort of a proposition, and the 
court couldn't afford to do ft. One of our 
judges not long ago—I don’t know whether it 
was in your time or not—refused to hear 
cases against certain violators of the law 
because the charge was made and the claim 
proven before him that favoritism and dis- 
crimination was shown by the prosecutor, 
and he threw them all out of court. He said 
they had no business fn the court at all unless 
they came in the same way agall people.

McInerney Has Some Statistics. 

McINERNEY-So that no misappre- 
hension wil! arise, my office has prosecuted 
in the year 1912 eighty-six hundred and some 
odd suits by summons in this court. In the 
year 1911 thirty-six hundred and seventy- 
one and in the year 1910, prior to my en- 
trance there, twenty-three hundred.

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Roald Amundsen. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10—Capt. Roald 
Amundsen, Norwegian discoverer of the 
south pole, told of his remarkable feat here 
tonight in a lecture before the National Geo- 
graphic seciety, which at its annual banquet 
tomorrow night will preeent the intrepid ex- 
plorer with a special gold medal in epprecia- 
tion of his achievement. 

“I was walking ahead of the little cara- 
van,’ said Capt. Amundsen in telling of the 
final reaching of the south pole. * All of a 
sudden I heard all the sledge drivers cry out 
in unison. I knew whatit meant. It meant 
that the last problem !n polar discovery had 
been golved.’’ 

This he related in the same quiet tone 
which characterized the other parts of his 
lecture. It was greeted, however. with salvoa 
of r>plause. Capt. Amundsen paid honor in 
his address to other explorers, among them 
Rear Admiral Peary, Sir Ernest Shackleton, 
Capt. Scott, and others. 

“On Dec. 13, 1911, we had reached 89 de- 
grees 37 minutes south,”’ said Capt. Amund- 
gen, ‘“‘and I figured that on the next day we 
would reach the goal. I think we slept 
less than usual that night, arose earlier, 
and breakfasted more rapidly than on other 
days It was a beautiful day, the sun was 
shining brightly and there was a gentle 
breeze.”

First Trip with Nansen. 

Capt. Otto Meumann Sverdrup was born 
in Norway in 1856 and has followed the sea 
since he was 17 years old. His first expedi- 
tion to the north was in 1889, when he went 
to Greenland with Fridtjof Naneen. Sver- 
drup later, In 188, was the navigator of 
Nansen's ship, the Fram, when Nangen at- 
tempted to reach the north pole. After Nan- 
sen started by sledge for the pole Sverdrup 
was left in command of the expedition and, 
locked in the ice in the Fram, reached almost 
as high a northerly latitude as did Nangen. 
The Fram returned to Norway Aug. 2, 
1806.

TRIAL OF ARCHBALD ENDS 


Senate Behind Closed Doors Will 
Consider Evidence Presented. 


MAY NOT VOTE TILL MONDAY. 


Conviction on Any One Connt Means 
Removal from Office. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10,—The impeach- 
ment trial of Judge Robert W. Archbald of 
the United States Commerce court, which has 
engrossed the attention of the senate for 
more than four hours a day since Dec. 8, 
came to an end tonight when Representative 
Hienry D. Clayton of Alabama concluded 
the final argument of the house m@nagers. 

A@ the senate was about to adjourn, Sen- 
ator Reed of Missouri asked permission to 
submit one more question to Judge Arch- 
baid. as to wether or not he had altered the 
record of testimony in the Louisville and 
Nashville rate case before the Commerce 
court, 

The judge’s attorneys declared if the ques- 
tion was submitted they would require an 
opportunity to make further arguments. 
The senate declined to order the question 
submitted. 

The senate will resume its consideration 
of the case behind closed doors tomorrow. 
No vote upon any of the charges ie expected 
until Monday. 

Separate votes wiil have to be taken on 
each of the thirteen articles of impeachment. 
A two-thirds vote upon any of the counts 
would be sufficient to bring about Judge 
Archbald’s removal! from office. 

The full penalty that may be imposed by 
the senate includes not only removal! from 
office, but disbarment from ever holding any 
position of public trust in the future.

WILL NOT GET FEDERAL AID. 


River and Harbor Bill, Soon to Be Pre- 
sented in Congress, to Ignore Appro- 
priation Plea.

There will be no appropriation for the Chi- 
cago municipal harbor in the river and har. 
bor bill which will be reported to the house 
within a few days. 

Representative Gallagher of MWiinols, a 
member of the committee, sought to have 
$250,000 appropriated for this purpose for 
the fiscal year of 1914. 

The war department engineers reported ad- 
versely on the proposition.

Jurists Accused of Injustice in Rais- 
ing Cost to Consumers. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—Investigation 
of the conduct of two federal judges, Judge 
Van Valkenburgh of the western district 
of Missouri and Judge John C. Pollock of 
Kansas, was asked for today in petitions 
presented to the house by Representative 
Borland of Missouri. 

The resolutions, framed by a special com- 
mittee of the city council of Kansas City, 
Kas., charge that the two judges appointed 
receivers for the Kansas Natural Gas com- 
pany, which is alleged to be controlled by 
the United States Gas Improvement company 
of Philadelphia, who were “ friendly to the 
interests, design, and purpose” of those 
two companies. 


Price of Gas Increased. 

Judge Pollock issued an order directing 
the receivers to incréase the price for gas 
delivered to the Kansas City Gas company 
from 27 to 31 cents per 1,000 cubic feet. 

The petitions were referred to the judi- 
clary committee of the house. 

. The resolutions charge that the action of 
the judges is an unfair and unwarranted 
exercise of judicial power and destructive of 
the fundamental! rights of the people. It ig 


priving the people of Kansas City of light 
and fuel and is “ aided and abetted ”’ in his 
purpose by Judge Van Valkenburgh. 

The Kansas Natural Gas company was a 
pipe line company and furnished natural gas 
from Oklahoma to the Kansas City Gas 
company. which distributed it to the con- 
eumers for 27 cents per 1,000 cubic feet. 


Owned by Outside Company. 

Both companies are alleged to be owned 
and controlled by the United Gas Improve- 
ment company of-Philadelphia, which is also 
said to control the Welsbach Street Light- 
ing Company of America, upon whose ap- 
plication the appointment of receivers was 
made by Judge Van Valkenburgh. 

The Kansas Natural Gas cOMpany claimed 
that the natural gas in Oklahoma was be- 
coming exhausted and a higher price should 
be oharged. The resolution of the Kansas 
City council declares testimony taken In a 
judicial proceeding demonstrated that an 
adequate supply of natural gas was still ac- 
cessible.

URGE AN ADEQUATE NAVY. 


Reorganization of Land Forces 
and Provision for Reserves 
Contemplated. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 10.—[ Special. ]}— 
From the military conference in progress in 
Washington there is expected to develop an 
organization of the land forces of the United 
States which will assure ample protection for 
American interests at home ard abroad in 
time of war. 

No such conference has been held since 
the civil war. It is baring the weaknesses 
and defects in the existing system of de- 
fense and is formulating plans which, with 
out delay or difficulty, will place in the field 
om the outbreak of war with a first clags 
power an effective force of 460,000 mobile 
troops and 42,000 coast artillery, and to aug- 
ment this force and replace its losses 
through the immediate raising of 300,000 ad- 
ditional men. 

On this basis the regular contingent of 
the mobile army within the United States 
would comprise about 112,000 men, the re- 
maining 348,000 to be made up of three com- 
plete divisions of citizen soldiers. 

There also would be a regular force of 26,500 
coast artillerymen supported in time of war 
by 15,500 citizen soldiery. 


For Broad Military Policy. 

The participants in the conference are the 
major generals and brigadier generals serv- 
ing within the territorial limits of the United 
States. These men are basing their discus- 
s10n upon a report made by the general staff 
of the army containing in broad outline a 
comprehensive military policy. 

A general consideration of our responsi- 
bilities and geographical position indicates 
to the general staff and tothe general officers 
in session that the maintenance of our po.ii- 
cles and interests at home and abroad de- 
mand an adequate fleet and a well organized 
and sufficient army. 

A fleet unsupported by an army is unable 
to secure the fruits of naval victory. A fleet 
defeated at sea is powerless to prevent in- 
vasion. 

The high ranking officers therefore are 
seeking to devise a solution of the problem 
of national defense through the provision of 
suitable land and sea forces and a due recog- 
nition of their codérdinate relations. 


Want a Trained Reserve. 

They recommend the creation of a trained 
reserve by making tNMe terms of enlistment 
six instead of three years, half of which is 
to be spent with the colors and the balance 
to mark the period when the enlisted men 
will be available for service tn time of war. 
To obtain reserve officers, graduates of 
schools and colleges which have military 
training and officers of the national guard 
are to be appointed after proper examination. 
In additions it is urged that measures be 
taken to change the status of the organized 
militia from a militia force of limited uses 
to a national force available for general mili- 


tary purposes.

FOR ‘SEMI-NEEDY’ 


Dean Sumner Wants Families 
of Small Means Assisted 
hy Association. 


YEAR’S WORK ENORMOUS. 


More than 160,000 Visits to Sick 
Made by 58 Women of Or- 
ganization During 1912. 


Wurses at moderate cost for the family of 
@ibeil income were urged by Dean Welter T. 
Sumner at the ennual meeting of the Visit- 
Gas Nurse association yesterday. He asked 
the association to extend ite work to those 
who would not ask for charity but were not 
able to afford the price of a regular nurse. 

“TI hawe seen cases of great suffering in 
families of low salaried workere who are too 
well off to receive the benefit of the asso- 
eiation, but yet have not enough money to 
pay $25 or $30 for a nurse,” hewaid. “Tt 
suggest thet the association extend ite work 
te include this class. There is more suffer- 
ing among them than is generally known.” 

Roused by a letter from a patron of the 
Besociation, who withdrew his support be 
cause he alleged alleviation, rather than pre- 
vention, was the purpose of the association, 
Mre. Arthur Aldis, president of the organiza- 
tien, emphasized the preventive work of the 
purses in her annual report. 


Tells Nurses’ Preventive Work. 

She said they instructed the family in dis- 
ease prevention, carefully investigated 
causes of illness, and taught sanitary meas- 
ures with the same zea] they nursed the 
sick back to health. 

* Still,” said Mrs. Aldis, * if every visit of 
every nurse upon our staff were merely palli- 
ative, or relief eases, we should still be justi- 
fied in holding out our hands for support. 

“ But only 16 per cent of our cases come 
under the head ‘ pugely palliative.” The re- 
mainder come undér the genera] head of 

constructive.’ "’ 

Under “ constructive ’ Mrs. Aldis classifies 
“ educational,” “ preventive,” and “ relief of 
a relative.” 


What “Constructive” Includes. 

“This includes all patients to whom in- 
structive or nursing care is given and who 
are thereby restored to health,”’ said Mra. 
Aldis. ‘All maternity cages and new born 
babies, sick babies known as ‘ feeding 086s,’ 
those involving dressing of wounds, burns, 
and abscesses, where by care dangerous in- 
fection may be averted: all cases of tubercu- 
losis and other dangerous diseases. Thecare 
in families where there are bedridden tuber- 
culosis patients often means that the wage 
earner is enabled to continue at work because 
of the visits of the nurse. 

“ Other preventive work is done by wetch- 
ing the source of digease carefully. Our 
nurses sometimes have been able to trace 
cases of typhoid, for instance, to infected 
milk from a certain dairy, and the heaith 
department has closed the dairy 

** During the year 1912 an average of fifty- 
eight nurses heve made 162,435 visits to 50,901 
patients. On 162,435 occasions some humble 
person in an obscure corner of this great city 
was comforted, eased, and helped by kind, 
ekillful hands.”’ 

Mrs. Aldis’ report, and that of Miss Edna 
Foley, superintendent of the nurses, showed 
thet scarlet fever and diphtheria had in- 
creased the nurses’ work to an enormous ex- 
tent. She gave several instances of whole 
families afflicted with contagious diseases. 


Praises “Tribune” Good Fellows. 

The president thanked the business houses, 
clubs, end newspapers which have helped the 
association. Special praise was accorded 
the Good Fellow work managed through 
TuE TRIBUNE 

Prof. Allan Hoben advocated a campaign 
against dirt to help in the fight on disease.

Dean Angell Attacks 
“Overlap” Course Evil. 


NDICTMENT of secondary and collegiate 

School systems which permit overlapping 

of courses is made by Dean James Row- 

land Angell of the Univérgity of Chicago 

in an article in the current School Review, 
in which he criticises his own institution. 

“The wealth of subject matter offered in a 
high school curriculum today.” he writes, 
“often hopelessly outruns any possibility of 
mastery by a given pupil within a four year 
period and much therefore remaihs untouched 
which the student may possibly wish to at- 
tack at a later point in his career. The col- 
lege has been willing in increasing degree to 
satisfy this demand and as a result we find a 
wide range of identical subjects taught in 
school and college, The mere fact that the 
two varieties of institutions offer the same 
work is not itseif conclusive evidence of waste 
of time, but a careful study of the situation 
leads one to question whether the present 
practice is really defensible in all its aspects. 

“The situation is somewhat complicated by 
the fact that many high schools, no longer 
content to conclude their work with four 
years, are going on to add a fifth and é¢ven 
@® Sixth year, with the result that the college 
is finding its preserves encroached upon to 
& marked degree. 

“The question at once presents itself wheth- 
er the tellege from the standpoint of ite own 
purely selfish interests is employing its re- 
sources and energies .wisely when it dupli- 
cates to any large extent the work of high 
echools. 

“Where the colleges offer work which is 
nominally identical with that done in the 
schools and entrance credit is given for the 
same the student, when once he is safely in- 
side the college walls, finds himself set to 
doing right over again much which he has al- 
ready done in school. The educational Svstem 
which permits or encourages duplication lacks 
cotrdination, its earlier and later stages are 
out of touch with one another, and we have in 
such maladjustments a form of wastage which 
is unfair both to the student and to the 
teacher. 

“There is no reason to suppose that the 
conditions in the University of Chicago vary 
materially in this particular from those char- 
acterizing other institutions of higher learning 
in the United States. Certainly the universi'y 
has on more than one octasion and by more 
than one device attempted to protect itself 
from the disposition of many of its patrons to 
occupy an undue amount of their college life 
with elementary work. Despite this fact an 
examination of the records of 4 large number 
of recent graduates indicates that fully one- 
third of their entire college courke was given 
to work which could have been pursued in any 
one of qur better high schools.”

Pleads for Lodging Housé Denizens. 


A plea for the denizéns of Chicago's lodging 
houses, who were declared to bé victims of 
modern industrial eoenditions, was made yes- 
terday by James Mullenbach, executive secre- 
tary of the national conference of immigration, 
land, and labor officials, at the weekly luncheon 
of the Wisconsin Alumni association at the 
Grand Pacifie hotel. 

“These unfortunates have been forced into 
this Way of living by the development of mod- 
ern industries,” declared Mr. Mullenbach. “ The 
advent of machinery and its ¢onstantly in- 
creasing use have thrown them out of their 
usual means of obtaining a living. They nat- 
urally drift to Chicago.”

One teaspoonful soda dis- 
solved in three spoonfuls of water was added 
to batter, which was darkened and flavored with 
one teaspoonful each of ¢innarion, alispice, 
cloves, and nutmeg, flour enough to make of 
usual consistency. Add to this one and éte- 
half pounds seeded raisins. Bake slowly in 
moderate oven—quick browning over top ruins 
it. It will be rich, delicate, and fine if well 
baked and will keep indefinitely: frost with 
white puff frosting.

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Thomas Orchestra Gives 
Second American Program 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 


ATIVE composers again were repre- 
sented by an entire program of the 
Thomas orchestra at ,vesterday’s mat- 
inée and with results even more encour- 
aging to that rare and earnest soul, the 

musical patriot, than developed at the first of 
Mr. Stock’s Americana concerts. This time the 
public was genuinely interested, for its always 
tardy appreciation of the new ayd the char- 
acteristic was stimulated by the participation 
of Efrem Zimbalist, greatest of the younger 
violinists, Mr. Zimbalist elected to be heard 
in the E minor concerto by John Powell, a 
young Virginian, whose talents as disclosed 
in this work entitle him to a place among the 
foremost composers of the day. 

Were he a Russian, a German, or a French- 
man Mr. Powell would not need the cachet of 
Europe, represented in this Instance by the 
distinguished soloist, to gain him the respect- 
ful attention of his countrymen. But since 
this has been accorded him the timid critic is 
relieved of that embarrassment incident to the 
contradiction of a deep seated prejudice and 
may write as freely an@ as favorably as his 
conscience dictates without raising a question 
as to his sanity. There need be no hesitation, 
therefore, in defining Mr. Powell's music ad 
typically American. That definition is not 
hazarded because he has seen fit to employ 
negro themes in the second movement, though 
that circumstance at once suggests comparli- 
eon with Dvorak's “" New World” symphony.

It is a comparison that the young Virginian 
is amply able to sustain; for, even as Dvorak 
fashioned music that is typically Bohemian out 
of negro tunes, so Powell has set forth in 
tones the ardent temperament, the lofty spirit, 
the poetic fantasy, and the love of beauty 
that are characteristic traits of his people. 
Hie has chosen to be rhapsodic where Dvorak 
Was only rnomantic. He has emphasized his 
emancipation from the restrictions of form 
by a harmonic scheme that is as daring as it 
is free, In this direction he is a leader, a 
fearless explorer of those new paths of the 
art that others are satisfied merely to indicate. 

The performance was splendid. Mr. Zimbalist 
Sang the melodies with matchless purity of 
tone. Mr. Stock untangled the intricactes of the 
score With skillful hand, and, best of all, the 
Thomas patrons discovered that they could ap- 
plaud native art cordially

Hadley's overture “In Bohemia” opened the 
program. The careful annotater explained that 
the title possesses no geographical significance 
and that the work is dedicated jointly to Victor 
Herbert and the Bohemian club of San Fran- 
cisco, where Mr. Hadley presides over the city’s 
symphonic destiny Like many caleulated ex- 
pressions of the bohemian spirit, the overture 
is artificially clever and spontaneously com- 
monplace. But the first theme, though obviously 
made, is endowed with bravoura and develops 
rhythmical characteristics that have long been 
recognized .as typically American. It igs the sec- 
ond theme that is ordinary in sentiment, though 
undeniably attractive. 

The overture is splendidly orchestrated, as is 
also the romance entitled “ Festival of Pan,” by 
Converse, which followed it. The Boston com- 
poser has clung more closely to European mod- 
els of art, and in consequence concerns himself 
more with sensuous beauty than with that sig- 
nificance of idea which seems to be asserting 
itself as a characteristic of American music. 

The concert also accomplished the prémiere 
of the theme and variations for orchestra by 
Arne Oldberg. Loyalty to a resident composer 
does not inspire the praise for the workman- 
like qualities of this music herewith recorded: 
neither need it deter the critic in defining it as 
academic in spirit, the result of Industry, skill, 
and a genuine love of the art rather than of 
inspiration. 

The fragile, atmospheric beauties, of Mac- 
Dowell’s A minor orchestra sulte, @xquisitely 
presented, closed the concert.
